Chicago National Convention. 

The Republican National Con- 
vention was called to order in 
Chicago at noon Tuesday the 16th 
and Temporary Chairm^ Bur- 
rows delivered his keynote ad- 
dress. Aside from the demon- 
strations when President Roose- 
velt's name was mentioned there 
were few evidences of enthusi- 
asm. An effort by the Ohio del- 
egation to start a demonstration 
for Secretary Taf t evoked only a 
few scattering yells from outside 
delegations and spectators. Af- 
ter the presentation of names for 
the various committees the con- 
vention adjourned to meet Wed- 
nesday at noon. 

The Committees on Credentials 
and Resolutions held ani- 
mated sessions, the fonner pass- 
ing on contests and the latter 
hearing arguments over the va- 
rious planks of the platform. 

Steam-roller methods contin- 
ued to prevail when the contests 
were taken up by the Committee 
on Credentials. The Kentucky 
contests, after two hours of ar- 
gument, were quickly settled in 
favor of the Taf t delegates. The 
vote on the First district contest 
was 41 to 4 in favor of the Taf t 
men, and that was a fair index 
to the result generally. 

The question of a nominee for 
the vice presidency was unsettl- 
ed Wednesday night. The only 
pronounced feature was an ap- 
parent strengthening of the boom 
for Gov. Cummins, of Iowa. 

Tbe injunction plank in the 



platform caused a long debate. 

The absence of W. 0. Bradley 
from the Kentucky delegation 
was largely commented upon by 
national leaders.

Faded Declaration 

oF Independeuce 

A message from the White 
j House a few weeks ago announ- 
' ced that the President had given 
a permit to a man who wanted to 
see with his own eyes the original 
copy of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, or what is left of 
it. 

The permit, however, must 
jhave died a-bomin', for it did 
I not further material. If that 

permit had been issued and had 
been presented at the Depart- 
ment of State it would have 
j enabled its holder to have the 
i first view of the Declaration of 
Independence that has besn had 
since the Spring of 1903, says 
the New York Sun. 

No one has seen the document 
for five yeary. It is locked up 
in a safe in the library of the 
State Department and not even 
the officials of that department 
get it out to look at it. 

Even before 1903 it had been 
kept in the safe but it was often 
brought out for admiring citizens 
to scrutinize and to exclaim over. 
Since 1903 the light of day has 
not fallen on it. 

There had been too much light 
of day before that. In fact 
there had been too much of a 
good thing; too much folding, 
too much handling and, also! too 
much stealing of its immortal 
language by a wet press copying 
operation resorted to in 1820. 

This was tried as a means of 
securing a facsimile copy. It 
was good enough for the copy, 
but it was powerful bad on the 
original for it resulted in trans- 
ferring to the copy the ink which 
belonged on the dd copy parch- 
ment itself. Not content with 
swiping its ink, the Government 
put the document up on exhibi- 
tion in a nice bright light so 
that visitors could decipher the 
traces of ink which remained. 

For thirty years the Declaration 
of Independence hung in the 
light, and the longer it hung 
there the more necessary the 
light became for the ink that 
was left grew paler and paler 
until it was hard to make out 
any of the signatures except the 
big black name of John Hancock. 
Finally it became evident that 
if anything except the parch- 
ment was to be left the document 
would have to be kept in the 
dark. 

So it went into retirement in 
the safe, being brought out only 
upon special occasions. 

In 1903 the late John Hay, 
then Secretary of State, appoint- 
i ed a committee to examine the 
I condition of the declaration and 
to recommend what should be 
done to preserve it. The com- 
mittee found it creased and 
bereft of its ink, but they were 
"pleased to find no evidence of 
mold or other disintegrating 
agents." They recommended 
that the doeument be kept dark 
and dry, and their recommenda- 
tion has been religiously follow- 
ed. 

The original parchment was 



photographed in 1883 and again j 
in 1903. The committee recom- \ 
mended that it be photographed 
again from time to time The 
present indications are that it 
will not be seen until perhaps 
another twenty years has gone 
by and the time comes in 1923 
for taking another photograph. 

In the safe with the Declara- 
tion of Independence reposes 
also the original copy of the 
Constitution of the United States. 
It is not on exhibition but if 
doubt as to its extence continues 
to grow it may be produced to 
set such fears at rest. 

There is nothing the matter 
with the Constitution; that is to 
say. not with the document itself. 
The ink is all right, the provis- 
ions clear— so far as the writing 
goes. It is shut up in the safe 
to prevent it from the fate of 
the declaration. 

"Maad" is in Demand. 

Mules are scarcer in this coun- 
ty at the present than has been 
the case in many years. Mule 
buyers say that it would hardly 
be possible for them to find a car 
load of mules in the county at 
the present that are on the mar- 
ket. The heavy shipments the 
past winter and early spring 
pretty w^l cleaned them out, 
especially that class that is in de- 
mand in the various markets. 
There is a heavy demand for the 
animals in foreign markets and 
they are being shipped out of the 
country in large lots. The de- 
mand for them in the Panama 
Canal alone is sufficient to keep 
the supply curtailed for several 

iars. 

It is predicted by mule buyers 
that the present high price will 
prevail for several years yet, as 
it will be impossible to supply the 
extra demand that is made for 
them in the canal zone and for- 
eign markets and at the same 
time keep up the home demand. 
That the mule raising industry 
will be a paying one in this coun- 
ty for several seasons is a fact 
that is not disputed and it is pre- 
dicted that a larger number of 
them will be raised than has 
heretefore been the case. —Larue 
County Herald.
